Former Attache 
Tells of Life 
in Morocco

Earthquake-devastated Agadlr, 
Berber tribes, Moslem customs 
,and the not-so-ugly American 
make up much of the conversa­ 
tion of William Holley, Kl Ca- 
mino College history instructor 
and former eultural attache to 
the United States Embassy in 
Morocco.

The effect and Importance of 
American embassies, Holley said 
are not clearly explained to the 
American people. For example, 
he added, the work of the cul­ 
tural attache in any embassy is 
to create an imag* of the United 
State* that will sand favorably 
against the Russian image.

.At his Casablanca station, Hol­ 
ley used every form of commu­ 
nication available — newspaper 
and magazine article*, radio pro­ 
grams, television, lectures, and 
American movies—fc> Inform the 
Moroccan people.

Most important wai the teach­ 
ing of English to Moslems. The 
primary Moroccan languages are 
Arabic and French. Staff per­ 
sonnel used two methods to es­ 
tablish classes in English. News- 
paper^advertisements announced 
classes for any interested per­ 
son*.

A second method WM to form 
a special target group of Inter­ 
ested organizations. Professional 
groups of teachers and lawyers, 
youth elubs, and student clubs 
were established in towns or vil­ 
lage* visited by instructors.

Relationship* of the United 
States with Morocco are hamp­ 
ered by the history of Morocco 
more than by a*iy acts of the 
U.S., Holley said. T/ong a part 
of the French eolonial empire, 
the Moroccans forced the French 
from their land in 1956.

Mohammed V. the present rul­ 
er, and his followers achieved 
this without an excess of na­ 
tional violence, Holley said, but 
they eommitted one error.

They forced out F/uropenn cap­ 
ital and technology and are now 
attempting to replace these 
through native sources.

The result is a slowing down 
of manufacturing and a lessen­ 
ing of prosperity.

Beyond the serious problems 
of International relations, Hol­ 
ley, observed, an amhassy post 
becomes a lesson in people and 
history.

Most of the women remain 
veilfd fn the Moslem custom; the 
desert tribes still make journeys 
on earnels in caravans, and the 
de**rt forts, now deserted, still 
offer am atmosphere foreign- 
legion times.

Holley disagree* eompletely 
with the popular rr>nrept of dip­ 
lomatic life abroad. On the ma­ 
jority of posts, he said, the so­ 
cial life is no more than that 
experienced by a family living 
in the United States.

He describes the staff famil- 
Jea aa being dedicated people who 
work hard at their Jobs and makt 
a number of sacrifices in return 
for rApreeentfaff the United 
State*.
